Accused of Mistreating Child 


Justice Hill Discharges Case. 
Miss Vergie Diehl, daughter of W. A. 


Diehl, of Lincoln Way, West, teacher in 
the East Berlin primary school, was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Hill, of Gettys- 
burg, on Saturday, charged by Moses 
Sclar, the East Berlin junk dealer, with 
having been unduly severe in the punish* 
mcnt for misbehavior of his 10-year-old 
son, Reuben Sclar, one of the young lady's 
pupils. District Attorney Topper repre- 
sented the prosecutor. County Superin- 
tendent Roth a'nd the East Berlin school 
board backed the teacher in the case, the 
entire board attending the hearing. The 
case was promptly dismissed by the jus- 
tice without the introduction of any wit- 
nesses for the defense. 
Sclitr is said 


to have demanded $100for the settlement 
of the case beforehand. It was developed 
in the testimony of an East Berlin physi- 
cian that young Sclar is of a frail stature, 
and while the punishment of the teacher 
may not have been severe for the average 
boy, in his opinion it was too harsh for 
young Sclar. The attorneys for the de- 
fendant. Butt & Butt, argued that the 
teacher holds the same right to punish a 
pupil as does the parent, and that even 
though the punishment be too severe, un- 
less there is proved that in the teacher's 
act there was malice, she cannot be held 
responsible for her error in judgment as to 
the physical strengt h of the pupil. 


Sledge Damages Chopper. 


A sledge in the chopper at the New Ox- 


ford Roller mills, W. H. Kling, proprietor, 
put there either by accident in the grain 
or by design of some malicious person, 
caused the machine to be considerably 
damaged when the mill was started on 
Wednesday morning. Mr. Kling got the 
repairs in York and resumed operation 
in a day or two. There was nobody about 
the mill on Tuesday evening and it is thot 
some evil doer may have put the sledge in 
the chopper, altho Mr. Kling has no idea as 
to who would work against his interests in 
such a manner. 


Flames Timely Discovered. 
Smoking meat in a barrel on the rear 


porch at the home of Henry Otto, near 
Swift Run schoolhouse, on Wednesday, 
caused the barrel to ignite when the hot 
drippings raised a blaze, and the barrel, 
meat, and ceiling of the porch, together 
with the shutters and weatherboarding on 
the rear of the house were destroyed by the 
flames before they were timely discovered 
and extinguished—thereby saving the 
house from total destruction.

The motor would not start because the 


vibrator had been removed, thieves who

and buggy, instead and deserted the same 
as they had also done with the auto, at 
tbe F. M. Miller farm, one-fourth mile east 
of New Oxford, where it was discovered 
shortly after daylight by Josepk Miller, of 
near the Cross Pikes on his way to this 
place to work. Mr Miller found the ani- 
mal shivering from the cold unhitched but 
untied, standing at the fence. A blanket, 
buckled about her neck, had blown from 
her back. The buggy was not far away 
and was facing westward. H. J. March, 
the tenant, was notified, and the team was 
put away until claimed by Gettysburg of- 
ficers. 


Mr. Walter discovered his loss when 


about to feed the horse. Investigation 
showed that tne tracks of the team first 
led west after leaving tbe stable, but after 
going a short distance in that direction it 
was turned around and driven in an east- 
erly direction. The animal, a chunky sor- 
rel mare about 12 years old, had no shoes 
upon her hind feet and could be thereby 
easily tracked. The robbery has caused 
unusual attention in the vicinity of Mc- 
Kcightstown because of the persistent at- 
tempts upon Mr. Walter's property.

The 
boys then skipped for the railroad at Get- 
tysburg.

In Fit of Despondency 


Mah Attempts Suicide 


John Hartlaub unsuccessfully attempt- 


ed suicide about 3 o'clock on Monday af- 
ternoon in the parlor at the oome of his 
mother, Mrs. Agnes Hartlaub, in McSher- 
rystown, by cutting his throat with a raz- 
or, partly severing the windpipe and sev- 
eral small arteries of the neck. Hearing 
the would-be suicide's struggle, the moth- 
er found her son stretched on the floor 
bleeding profusely from the wound in his 
neck

In Fit of Despondency 
Mah Attempts Suicide 
John Ilartlaub unsuccessfully attempt­ 
ed suicide about 3 o'clock on Monday af­ 
ternoon in the parlor at the oomo of his 
mother, Mrs. Agnes Ilartlaub, in McSher­ 
rystown, by cutting his throat with a raz­ 
or, partly severing the windpipe and sev­ 
eral small arteries of the neck.

Ilartlaub, who is about 35 years of age, 
has been woJking at cigarmaking in Bos­ 
ton, Mass., for the past 12 years. He be­ 
came ill in the fall and about 10 days ago 
returned to McSherrystown. 
His aged 
mother is living; also a sister, Mrs. Wm. 
L. Busbey, aud 3 brothers, llarry, of Mc­ 
Sherrystown; Edward, of Bittinger, and 
Joseph Ilartlaub, of Norristown. It is said 
his father, the late Adam Ilartlaub, com­ 
mitted suicide in the same way while re­ 
siding on a farm near Bonneauville over 
30 years ago. Altho still in a serious con- 
di tion, the man is expected to recover.

Stale Bread. 


An interesting study has just been 


made of how und why bread grows 
stale. Contrary to popular impression, 
staleness in bread is not merely a 
drying out. Bread will grow stale if 
kept in a damp box. The staling is 
due to the fact that the starch grains 
in th'e bread harden and dry, even if 
the air is moist, the moisture going 
over to the grains of gluten. The nu- 
tritive constituents of the starch are 
changed from a soluble condition to a 
more insoluble one. All this is the 
exact opposite of the process that goes 
on in baking. As a result of the char- 
acter of the bakicg process bread may 
be kept perfectly fresh for 24 hours 
by keeping it at a temperature of 108 
degrees Fahrenheit. The digestibility 
of stale bread is due to the fact that it 
has to be thoroughly chewed before It 
can be swallowed.

suffering and sorrow of thousands ol 
human beings. 


The time consumed in cleansing the 


streams is not for the want of suffi- 
cient legislation; that is ample. The 
progress has been impeded by the fact 
that homes and industries have grown 
Since our first civilization very rnucL 
as Topsy did, without any thought ol 
Hie. morrow. Having this enormity of 
Insanitary conditions to meet, with so

name. Informally, a son, for instance, 
is known only by his father's name.

Brown, or its equivalent, the father 
being of one surname, and the mother 
in her maiden days of the other.

a pint of apricot juice. 
Add three 


tnbli'spoonfuls of butter and two egg 
yolks and a tublespo^nful or two of 
lemon juice, suimr if needed, cook 
slightly. Put into a shell, previously 
baked, covor with a meringue made 
with the whites of the t\\o eggs and 
four table^poonfuls of siigar. 


Fifteen-Minute 
Pudding.—Take 
a 


cupful of flour, a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a tea^poonful of 
baking powder, sift together and add 
just enough rich .aiilk to make a drop 
batter. Butter some cup?, either cus- 
tard or any pudding cups, put into 
each n spoonful of the drop batter, 
then drop in two or three apricots 
with a tablespoonful of the juice, add 
another spoonful of the dough on top, 
then put into a pan of boiling water 
to steam, allowing the cups to set in 
the water, not too deep, as the water 


j will boil into the cups. Cover tightly 


and cook 15 minutes. 
Serve with 


whipped cream with a few chopped 
apricots stirred into it. 


Apricot dumplings may be made as 


one does apple dumplings: roll two or 
three pieces of the fruit in a square 
of biscuit dough, cover the dumplings 
with the apricot juice with bits of but- 
ter and bake for a half hour in a hot 
oven. 


A coffee cake is made quite fancy 


by rows of stewed apricots placed on 
top just before it goes into the oven.

Salmon Soup.—Cook a grated onion 


for ten minutes in a quart of milk. 
Add two tablespoonfuls each of flour 
and butter, cooked together; add salt 
and pepper and half a can of salmon. 
Cook ten minutes, press through a 
sieve and serve very hot.

Salmon.—Make 
a 


marinade of four tablespoonfuls of 
olive oil, two of vinegar, two cloves, u 
bay leaf and six pepper corns. I'our 
this over a pound of smoked salmon 
and let stand for several hours. Then 
fry the slices in a good salad oil and 
serve at once, garnished with slices 
of lemon. 


Salmon Souffle.—Flake a can of sal- 


mon, 
add to it the well beaten yolks 


of three eggs, a half cupful of bread 
crumbs which have been soaked In 
warm milk, salt, pepper and a little 
lemon juice. Beat the whites of the 
eggs until stiff, then fold them into the 
mixture. Bake in a moderate oven in 
a buttered dish set in hot water. 


Scalloped Salmon 
With Peas.—If 


canned peas are used drain them 
from the liquor, put a layer of salmon, 
free from skin and bones, with a cup- 
ful of bread crumbs and two cupfuls 
of thin white sauce in layers with the 
peas and white sauce, 
u&ing 
the 


crumbs buttered to cover the top. Bake 
until' the crumbs are brown. 


Potatoes may be used in place of 


peas. Salmon made into a loaf and 
steamed, then garnished with cooked 
peas with a sauce, makes another de- 
licious and nourishing dish of peas 
with salmon. 


Fish Souffle.—Make a white sauce, 


using two tablespoonfuls each of but* 
ter and flour, adding the flour when 
the butter is bubbling hot; add a cup* 
ful and a half of milk, a teaspoonrul 
of scraped onion, a tablespoonful of 
minced parsley, and two • cupful* of 
canned fish. 
Beat three egg yolks 


and add to the fish, then fold in tho 
beaten whites and bake in a moderate 
oven until firm in the 'center. Serve 
with a white or tomato sauce.

| a cupful of seeded raisins and a quar- 
| ter of a cupful of currants (dried) in 
i a pint of apricot juice. 
Add three 
tablespoonfuls of butter and two egg 


1 yolks and a tablesponnful or two of 
lemon juice, sugar if needed, cook 
slightly. 
Put into a shell, previously 
baked, cover with a meringue made 
with the whites of the two eggs and 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar.

Butter some cups, either cus­ 
tard or any pudding cups, put into 
each a spoonful of the drop batter, 
then drop in twTo or three apricots 
with a tablespoonful of the juice, add 
another spoonful of the dough on top, 
then put into a pan of boiling water 
* to steam, allowing the cups to set in 
] the water, not too deep, as the water 
will boil into the cups.

whipped cream with a few chopped 
apricots stirred into it. 
Apricot dumplings may be made as 
one does apple dumplings: roll two or 
three pieces of the fruit in a square 
of biscuit dough, cover the dumplings 
with the apricot juice with bits of but­ 
ter and bake for a half hour in a hot 
oven. 
A coffee cake is made quite fancy 
by rows of stewed apricots placed on 
top just before it goes into the oven.

Then 
fry the slices In a good salad oil and 
serve at once, garnished with slices 
of lemon. 
Salmon Souffle,—Flake a can of sal­ 
mon, add to it the well beaten yolks 
of three eggs, a half cupful of bread 
crumbs which have been soaked in 
warm milk, salt, pepper and a little 
lemon juice. 
Beat the whites of the 
eggs until stiff, then fold them into the 
mixture, Bake in a moderate oven in 
a buttered dish set in hot water.

Peas.—If 
canned peas are used 
drain 
them 
from the liquor, put a layer of salmon, 
free from skin and bones, with a cup­ 
ful of bread crumbs and two cupfuls 
of thin white sauce in layers with the 
peas 
and

the 
crumbs buttered to cover the top, Bake ■ 
until the crumbs are brown. 
Potatoes may be used in place of 
peas, 
Salmon made into a loaf and 
steamed, then garnished with cooked 
peas with a sauce, makes another de­ 
licious and nourishing dish of peas 
with salmon, 
Fish Souffle.—Make a white sauce, 
using two tablespoonfuls each of but­ 
ter and flour, adding the fiour when 
tho butter is bubbling hot; add a cup­ 
ful and a half of milk, a teaspoonful 
of scraped onion, a tablespoonful of 
minced parsley, and two cupfuls of 
canned fish. 
Beat three egg yolks 
and add to tho fish, then fold In the 
beaten whites ancj bake in a m oderate 
oven until firm in tho center.

Strike 
breakers from Baltimore took their pla 
ces. 
A force of more than 75 trackmen of 
the W. M .at Hagerstown quit work on 
Friday. 
The trackmen are demanding 
more pay. A force built a fence around 
the shops and roundhouse to hold the 
strike-breakers inside and the others out 
The forces in every department are now 
out. 
Detective O. H. Wilson, of Gettys­ 
burg, was summoned to Hagerstown to 
help keep order in view of the big strike 
there. 
Fifteen Gettysburg men under 
oilicer Wilson are on police duty there.
